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WILLIAM F. O'NEIL OFFICIALLY INSTALLED 
AS NINTH PRESIDENT OF MCA 


The audience of 400, family, faculty, staff, students, college 
presidents, alumni/ae, friends and distinquished guests, was 
hushed. Dr. William O'Neil stood at the podium prepared to be 
swom in. Facing him was Dr. Franklyn G. Jenifer, 

Chancellor of the Board of Regents of Higher Education, who 
would lead him through the Oath of Office. "Repeat after 
me," intoned Dr. Jenifer, "I, state your name, do solemnly 


swear..." "I, William O'Neil, do solemnly swear..." repeated Dr. 


O'Neil. "That I will do everything that Chancellor Jenifer 
tells me to do..." continued Jenifer. "That I...(pause)... (look 
of just having been hoodwinked)..." Within a second, the 
entire audience was roaring with laughter. 

Jenifer, a man of intelligence and humor who is respected 
by his peers in the State's educational system, has been at 
odds in recent months with the College presidents over 
several issues. This was his chance, he mused later, to get at 
least one of them officially committed to him. Obviously, the 
presidents have been listening very carefully to him and 
they are finely tuned to "subtle" phrases. So, it didn't work, 
but O'Neil's and the audience's response indicated their 
appreciation of him. 

To large degree, this exchange encapsulated the mood of the 
day which began with a brunch in the Trustees' Room, 
followed by a formal procession to the auditorium for the 
ceremony and ended with a reception in the 11th Floor 
Tower Gallery (which features an exhibition of faculty work 
marking the occasion). There was appreciation for the 
solemnity of the ceremony which served to highlight the 
importance of a new presidency as perserving a continuity 
with the past thoughtfully blended with the hopes for a 
strong future. There was great warmth and respect for Dr. 
O'Neil, who has already clearly demonstrated his devotion to 


maintaining MCA as a first-class educational institution. 
And, as indicated, there was much joy and good humor. 

Many kind words were spoken about Dr. O'Neil on this day. 
But the true meaning of the ceremony perhaps was best 
expressed by him: 

"Il have been fortunate to be an observer in the creative 
activities that typify our curriculum; to watch the intense 
passion of students who must display their work for public 
critique, rather than to passively submit work to one 
professor as is model in most colleges; to observe the 
dedication of these students, their desire for approval, their 
loyalty to their art, to each other, and to the arts in general. 
This passion and dedication of the students is uplifting and 
makes the hard work of the faculty and staff worthwhile. . . . 
(I)t is with a great deal of pride and belief in the traditions 
that have supported Mass Art's accomplishments in the past, 
and a great deal of energy and optimism for its continued 
growth and success, that I willingly accept the challenge to 
work with you to insure a Strong future for the College.”

A MESSAGE FROM PRESIDENT O'NEIL 


This is an historic time in the life of the Massachusetts College 
of Art. Our community, after 115 years of existence is about to 
have a student residence facility! Our first residence hall is 
presently scheduled to open in late 1989 or early 1990. This 
event will mark for us the first time we will be able to fulfill 
our statewide mission and serve students from all of the 
Commonwealth, as well as offer some residence facilities to 
out-of-state students. 

In addition to the dormitories, our campus is also planning 
for state support of a major capital building development plan 
that will need, over the next 10 years, approximately $50 
million to complete. This modernization is already underway, 
and when completed, will give us studio, art, and academic 
facilities matched to the quality of our faculty and curriculum 
offerings. 

The College has also recently acquired three new buildings 
that formerly housed Roxbury Community College. These 
buildings will also be altered to meet student service and 
academic needs, which will include additional dormitory 
space expanding on the new dormitory mentioned above. The 
additional buildings will eventually provide student center 
space, along with new galleries and new academic space. The 
facility will also house our expanded freshman study efforts 
known on campus as the "Core Program”. 

MCA is on the move, but more remains to be done to insure 
that adequate funding is appropriated and allocated for the 
various projects already planned. 

I will continue to keep you posted as these plans develop; 
plans which will greatly enhance our physical facilities and 
offer a great deal to the continued growth and quality of our 
already remarkable institution.

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A LOOK AT THE PAST

Mr. Bertolli was President of MCA from 1958 to 1969. He has 
contributed this article about memories of his years spent at MCA. 


When I went on to the stage in the new and beautiful 
Longwood Building Auditorium to receive my degree from 
President Charles Newell it would have been wild of me to 
imagine that 25 years later I would go up those very same 
steps to become president myself. By this time I was fully 
aware that MCA was the only state art school in the country 
and the first to offer art instruction to talented students from 
the general citizenry. For 125 years, education, fine arts, 
industry, business and the culture of the nation are happily 
indebted to the thousands of alumni/ae of MCA. 

On the moming after the festivities and commotion of my 
inauguration, I went to my office and there - under the stern 
unsmiling gaze of Walter Smith's huge portrait - I came to 
my senses. There was work to do! (The portrait was soon 
removed to be replaced by a cheerful abstraction by 
Professor Lawrence Kupferman and a brillant water color by 
Professor Charles Demetropoulos). 

The administration of the school consisted of president 
(who was also State Director of Art Education), his executive 
secretary, and a dean whose office was buried under 
admission and record keeping. 

The students were, as they always are, exciting, talented, 
and a real challenge to faculty and administration. Those in 
Art Education received the degree of B.S.Ed. and all others 
received a diploma from their respective departments. As 
far as I could see, with very minor changes in the 
curriculum, all students were fulfilling degree 
requirements. After full re-accreditation by the NEASSC and 
the NASAD we were granted authority to award the BFA to 
those students who had satisfactorily completed the 
requirements of the other departments. 

Now - since all students were’on a fully accredited degree 
program - MSA was, in fact, MCA. Again petitions to the 
Legislature took time but we finally became Massachusetts 
College of Art. 

In 1963 we celebrated the 90th anniversary of the founding 
of the College with a Celebrities Series attended by many 
alumni/ae. Included in the series was "an Evening with 
Cornelia Otis Skinner" a memorable concert by D. Thomas 
Hardison, a nationally reknowned pianist, visits to studios 
and classes by successful alumniae topped off by a brilliant 
fashion show by MCA's Fashion Department. At 
Commencement we awarded two Honorary Doctorates of Fine 
Arts (MCA was thé first state college to be empowered to 
grant honorary doctorate degrees). One of these degrees was 
bestowed on Walter Piston, a former student who has gone on 
to be one of America's leading composers, and whose work 
was being performed by the Boston Symphony. The second 
degree went to Charles Marshal Robertson, Dean of the 
College of Art at Pratt Institute, and President of the National 
Art Education Association. Dr, Robertson delivered the 
Commencement Address. 

It became painfully obvious that the Longwood Building 
was too small to house the necessary expansion of all 
departments and to admit even a reasonable number of 
qualified applicants. We were frustratingly frozen by lack 
of space. We were permitted to start a search for a new site. 
For ten years I became an irrepressible real estate sleuth. 
Finally, with the ideal site of former Boston State College, 
MCA is able to forge ahead with space and budget assured. 

We lived through threats to sell our Longwood site to a 
hospital, to join MCA to Boston State College or the 
University. (Any of these events would have been a flagrant 
disaster and the prospect gave the administration, faculty, 
students and alumni/ae many anxious moments). 

Now MCA is in an optimum site to pursue it's unique and 
eminent purposes. Under it's new and enthusiastic 
president, Dr. O'Neil, all augurs well. 

The frequent question, "What does the President do in his 
office?" will have to answered by Dr. O'Neil - the problems 
are forever new and constant. 


THE CLASS OF '68, 
An Early Report, Twenty Years After

Our class was comprised of more that 100 people. Where did 
they go and what did they do upon graduation in 1968? I'm 
in the process of finding out. 

As a group we have not been the most forthcoming with 
information about ourselves.

To commemorate the 100th Anniversary of the MCA Alumni 
Association the Newletter Commitee came up with an idea to 
write an article about MCA's oldest living Alumnus/a. It was 
thought that through this person a chronicle of past events 
which encircle and formed the individual, would also bring 
to life the history of the College. The honor was directed 
towards Theron Cain (16). Mr. Cain taught Drawing, 
Landscape, Architecture and Perspective at MCA for 34 years 
before retiring as Associate Professor in 1957. At 94 years 
old, Mr. Cain lives at The North Hill Retirement home in 
Needham, MA. While interviewing him there it was brought 
to light that Ruth Kingman Cain ('14), Theron's wife, is in 
truth, MCA's oldest living alumna. Henceforth the couple 
will be recognized with distinction as MCA's Oldest Living 
Alumnus/a on record. 

Ruth, who also resides a North Hill, at 96 years old. At the 
College she earned a teaching certificate. She was 
determined to pursue her career even though her father, 
who thought it was critical for his 3 daughters to receive an 
education, believed art was impractical. She began her 
career as a teacher cadet in Somerville. Ruth was offered a 
position as assistant teacher from an associate in the Alumni 
Association at Framingham Normal School, now Framingham 
State College. In 1918, Miss Kingman, began teaching art in 
the Milton Public Schools where she remained for 7 years. 

Ruth and Theron married in 1925. Mrs. Cain thought she 
would have to stop teaching because of the rules against 
married teachers. A progressive principal at Thayer 
Academy in Braintree offered her a position where she 
taught until her first child was bom (Ruth was then 39). 
When their 2 children were grown, Ruth retumed to college 
and earned a Master's degree in Rehabilitation Education 
from Boston University. 

During the 1930's Mrs. Cain served as Secretary/Treasurer 


to the Alumni Association of the Massachusetts School of Art. 


It was under her direction that the celebration of the 50th 
Anniversary of the Alumni Association was held in 1938. 
Through her pioneering efforts the Council on Aging was 
established in Weymouth, MA, an organization which she 
chaired in the 1950's. Ruth's own artwork took the form of 
fabric stenciling and textile design. 

Since Theron retired, and up until Novemeber 1987, one of 
his occupation has been landscape painting. This was 
precisely his aim while at Massachusetts Normal Art School. 
However, he saw little likelihood of eaming a living at it. 
The best plan (he thought) was to become a landscape 
architect and paint in his spare time. A chance contact 
landed him a job with the office of Olmstead Brothers, the 
premier landscape architecture firm in the nation. During 
his first year there, World War I broke out and there was a 
call for landscape architects to help survey and map Army 
cantonments. Theron volunteered at the site of Camp Devon, 
Ayer, MA. Later, he worked for the infantry intelligence 
department, which gave him experience with surveying 
from a plane. Theron was still state-side when the Armistice 
was signed. 


PBS FILM ON MARUKIS NOMINATED FOR 
ACADEMY AWARD 


The Film "Hellfire - A Journey From Hiroshima" was 
nominated for an Academy Award. The one-hour 
documentary is about the murals created by Iri and Toshi 
Maruki, internationally acclaimed artists from Japan. The 
Marukis, 87 and 76 respectively, have, for the past forty 
years, painted extraordinary murals depicting the tragedy 
and suffering of humanity. 

On Friday, April 8, the Marukis received Honorary Degrees 
from MCA in recognition of their artistic and educational 
achievements. For the first time in the United States, six of 
the Marukis’ murals are on public exhibit at the North Hall 
Gallery. The exhibit will be on display through April 28. 


Mr. Cain next worked as an illustrator. He retumed to MNAS 
as a post-graduate student in the teaching department. By 
year's end he obtained a job as Supervisor of Art in the 
Falmouth Public Schools System. While shopping in Boston, 
he ran into a former classmate who extended an invitation to 
a gathering at the school. The president, Royal Bailey 
Famum, offered Theron a temporary position as a teacher of 
perspective, to fill a vacancy created by anunexpected  , 
resignation. The year was 1921. There he remained, devoted 
to his career as a faculty member, until his retirement in 
1957. 

During those years, he gained stature as head of entrance 
examinations by establishing objective measurements for 
drawing. His efforts were aimed at correcting what appeared 
to be subjective judgement on the part of the examiner 
which determined who was accepted into art school. His 
work was published in the "American Journal of 
Psychology” in 1943. For several years he was listed in 
"Who's Who in American Art" and "Who's Who in the East.” 
He hoped that his methods of measuring drawing ability 
would become widely adopted by artschools all over the 
world. However, times changed, accurate drawing became 
unimportant and realism in art was no longer the mode. 

Helen Potter('60) had Theron Cain as an instructor of 
Perspective and Drawing. She remembers a formal, 
dignified instructor who always wore a lab coat. In 
perspective class, Theron demonstrated perspective methods 
on the blackboard. Students would follow his directions, 
reproducing from the boards, while he walked around 
checking every students’ work to make sure they had done it 
correctly. Theron was strict and very methodical in his 
teaching which makes it easy for Helen to remember 
perspective techniques 30 years later. 

In drawing class he shared his love for pastels with 
students. Theron was an expert in color mixing. He taught a 
soft mixing method that focused on form and distance unlike 
techniques utilized today. Ms. Potter says the results were 
amazing. In class everything was taken very seriously. 
Consequently, students felt a worth and satisfaction from the 
artistic discipline. In the Fall they went on sketching trips 
to the Fenway. Seriousness prevailed even in transit when 
students walked in two straight lines. Theron's sincere 
dedication to art made a lasting impression on the students. 

Theron also put his stamp on the Commonwealth by 
initiating zoning laws and establishing recreational land for 
the public. He became a popular member of the town boards 
spearheading civic planning. Theron was a visionary 
because he saw the importance of urban planning and the 
preservation of open spaces. 

Theron and Ruth have focused their lives on art; lives 
which span nearly acentury. They are truly a progressive 
couple who have made numerous contributions as artists. 
With a lifelong dedication to the arts, it is to all our benefit to 
exemplify their spirit, intensity and goals.

DAVID ROSE '31 & '34 
MCA Eyes of This Century 
by Wm. Andy Meier ('68 & '73) U.Mass (82) 


To those of us who know the golden age of courtroom 
illustration reportage, both nationally and internationally, 
David Rose is a pillar of that age. During the past two decades 
David Rose has been known as an accomplished 
painter-printmaker who was also one of the breed of 
artist-reporters who sketched some of the most famous news 
events and trials of our times. Self-described as, "a raw lad 
from the Chelsea ghetto", he says he owes"a tremendous debt 
to MCA instructors like Messers O'Donnell, Majors, Philbrick 
and Andrews," among others. He refers to his reportage 
as""bearing witness to the passion and action of my time." 
This includes, ( a partial list, mind you), Viet Nam, Civil 
Rights, Cold War Espionage, government corruption 
(Watergate, "Pentagon Papers"), cult excesses, the Delorean 
trial, the Israeli-Lebanonese War, the Gilmore execution and 
the trials of Patricia Hearst, Claudine Longet, Roman 
Polanski, Wayne Williams and (especially) Klaus Barbie, the 
"Butcher of Lyon". 

David garduated from the drawing and painting department 
in 1931. He went back for his BSC in art education in 1934. 
In this period, the Great Depression was at its lowest point. 
As a student he began peddling his illustrations and cartoons 
to little magazines and newspapers. Upon leaving school, 
David continued these endeavors until called by the then 
new and risk-taking Walt Disney Studio. There he worked on 
such landmark animation acheivements as, "Snow White”, 
"Pinnochio" and "Fantasia." There, he "drew continuity 
sketches, learned how to stage action and compose scenes for 
dramatic camera angles." World War II saw him as a 
"soldier-artist" working with Col. Frank Capra in his Signal 
Corp Pictorial Unit. David mentions all this in a seemingly 
casual way. What better places to be an artist in those 
years?! 

After the war he served as an art director in ad agencies, 
film and TV studios (ABC, NBC). Painting and printmaking 
continued throughout this period (from his student days 
onward) in his spare time. The staff position at NBC led to the 
courtroom assignments. Now he "freelances completely, for 
any news organization on the other end of the phone." 

To list all the exhibitions, collections and awards of this 
man, who refers to himself as a"forgotten, abandoned 
alumnus, far from home on the other side of the USA," would 
take up quite a bit of space. I'll try to be comprehensive yet 
brief. 

Extensive gallery exhibits in California (Judai Collection, 
Mandeville, Gorman, Zeitlin and Talisman Galleries); the 
Unger Gallery, Mercer Island, Washington; and, the Mirsky 
Gallery in Boston. The Museum exhibits include the Magnes 
Museum (CA), Brooklyn Museum, the Metropolitian (NY) and 
the Citadel in Jerusalem. University and library exhibitions 
incude; Univ. of California at Domingues Hills and U.C.L.A., 
Chicago Institute of Fine Arts, our own Boston Public 
Library, and the Mount San Antonio College (CA). Other 
exhibits include the All California Print Exhibition, the 
Boston Art Club and the Boston Society of Independent

Artists. Needless to say California, Boston and Israel have 
benefitted most from David Rose. 

The awards, over 30 of them, include two medals from the 
Art Director's Club of L.A., War Department commendations 
for WWII "soldier-artist" work and a TV Emmy Nomination 
for the "Pentagon Papers" trail courtroom sketches. 

As for collections, it seems that Israel has benefitted the 
most. Aside from being in collections in California and the 
U.S.AF. in the Pentagon, David is represented in Israel 
Museum, Jerusalem, the Bialik Museum, Tel Aviv and the Ain 
Harod Museum. 

As a student David Rose admired the 19th century artists of 
illustrated weeklies, especially Winslow Homer and his work 
during the Civil War. David says that it made him feel as 
though"/ was born a hundred years too late, after the advent 
of the camera." He proved that wrong in courtrooms here 
and abroad. 

The scope of the work of David Rose is immense. I have not 
reported all of it. I can only indicate just how much there is. 
There is one area of Mr. Rose's work that, for him and 
myself, sums up his acheivement. Indeed, it crowns them. 
This is the 200 drawings and sketches done at the trail of Klas 
Barbie, the reputed sadistic Butcher of Lyon. 

David sent MCA and Perspectives some newspaper articles 
from that trail and his participation in it as courtroom 
artist-reporter. In them he says”everything I'd done prior 
was preparation for those two (trial) months... It was a 
tremendous emotional experience. In all my career I've 
never been so moved." Rose is a native of Boston but his 
parents were Polish Jews. All but one relative in Poland 
perished in the Holocaust. He said, "/ kept thinking of my 
family and relatives." He also noted that most of the 
witnesses were Polish Jews. 

Using pens, colored pencils and felt tip pens ("portable, will 
not spill") he says of his 200 sketches and drawings that , 
"the only visual records were the artist's records, and I felt a 
burden of responsibility...1 was trying to record a great 
human event...] felt that here, at last, all my skill counted for 
something." 1 believe that David Rose then felt the weight of 
human history on his shoulders. He was not just observing. 

I felt something of that historical signifiance in the summer 
of 1977. In July,I visited Dachau, the concentration camp 
memorial outside Munich. It was powerful, sad and 
compelling. Despite my prior studies of European, German 
and Jewish history, I felt as though I was only observing it. 
Dachau is a sanitized museum yet one can learn much there. 
In September I visited the Hall of Remembrance in 
Jerusalem. "Ha Yad Vashem,” the Memorial to the Holocaust. 

It was in that place, where no millions were tormented and 
slaughtered, just remembered, that I felt Dachau...and 
Auschwitz and Sobibor and all the other man-made hells. 
The courtroom in Lyons, France also where no multitude 
died, was Ha Yad Vashem for David Rose. Well done, David. 
We thank you.

In this issue of Perspectives I'd like to introduce our 
alumni/ae to the newest area of our department: Design with 
Computers. Some of you may remember that about 8 years 
ago we started to offer courses in computer graphics. The 
first class started in PCE and featured (that is one, count 
them) machine for 30 people taking the class. Obviously, 
with this machine-to-person ratio, the class was largely a 
survey and demonstration course, sort of a "coming 
attractions," 

Over the last few years, bit by painful bit, we've been 
gradually acquiring hardware, software and people who 
know how to use them, so that I am now able to report that 
the attractions have finally come! We are now teaching with 
a one-machine-to-one-person ratio in all of our classes, 
thanks to the recent capital outlay, various special grants 
and some donations. 

The Computer Arts Leaming Center currently consists of 14 
Amiga 500 color machines with 8 more arriving this term; 6 
NEC machines with Targa Systems; 2 image digitizing 
stations; 4 Macintoshes; 2 Lisas; 12 Apple IIgs; 8 Quadex 
typesetting machines; and, a Cubicomp, with a host of 
peripherals and software. 

The Design Department offers 10 different computer 
courses covering introductory topics in design with 
computers, computer graphics/ 2-D and 3-D applications, 
serial images with computer, computer design programming, 
illustration with computers and electronic publishing. 
Although other departments use the computer labs, the 
design department is by far the heaviest user, with roughly 
150 students each term taking courses night and day. 

Our computer faculty consists of Dorothy Krause and Tony 
Noah specializing in 2-D application, Jennifer Hall 
specialing in 3-D applications, Olobukonola Esuruoso 
teaching introduction and animation methods, and Les 
Silverman teaching Electronic Publishing. The Director of 
the lab, Hubert Hohn, also kindly volunteers his services to 
teach computer graphic programming. Hu deserves special 
thanks from the Design Department because he has written 
volumes of special software for our faculty to use as teaching 

. tools, such as a typographic grid program for letterform 
design and an RGB color kit of programs for demonstrating 
the special properties of phosphor color. 

We are also grateful to Neil Leonard, Assistant Director, 
Diane Fogg and Ginny Sandman, in the Macintosh and 
Typographic areas, and Ron Wallace ('77), in the Targa lab, 
for their help in curriculum development and technical 
back-up for the design classes. Jim Weiner and Brian 
Williams have been extremely dependable and competent 
senior lab monitors. 

The design computer faculty had a very successful show at 
the Bam Gallery at Ogunquit, ME, last summer, with a series 
of related workshops and lectures, Hubert Hohn had a one 
man show in the Compton Gallery at MIT, finishing in 
March. Dot Krause and her work, featuring the history of 
computer graphic, has been on cable TV, and Dot had a one 
woman show at the College last Winter. Jennifer Hall has 
been showing her work in Texas at the Women's Caucus for 
Art. Buki Obobukonola has just received a grant to teach 
environmental design to inner-city students, using 
computers. 

We are very proud of the efforts of these faculty members, 
and I, as Chair, particularly appreciate the amount of work 
that is required for each of them to keep current in a field 
that is changing daily. 

During the process of hiring for computer graphic 
instructors, I have found that there are plenty of portfolios 
containing work which requires a fair degree of computer 
knowledge, but there are not many poeple who also 
demonstrate real design sensitivity. Finding faculty who 
combine design and computer abilities has been difficult, 
re we are very fortunate to have built up the group we now 

ave. 
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My dream for our computer labs has been to see quality 
work emerging, and that is now starting to happen. We have 
debated the issue of whether to have a computer graphics 
major, but always we come back to the point that basic design 
training must be given in order to use the computer 
effectively as atool. Use of the computer as a skill is not 
sufficient for producing quality design work, sc our 
approach has been to offer the widest possible variety of 
computer design electives to amplify the basic training in 
graphics, illustration, architecture or industrial design. Our 
approach seems to be working; we are seeing an increasing 
variety of computer projects in all areas, and every term the 
work gets better. 

Reviews will be upon us soon, we hope some of you will 
come and visit at that time. We will publish the review 
schedule in mid-April, so give our wonderful secretary, 
Terry Vergakes, a call at ext. 346 and she will have the 
details. We'd love to sce you! 


Office of Career Resources 


The Office of Career Resources is looking forward to its Fall 
Semester 1988 Seminars. All three seminars will be 
presented by Mass Art alumni/ae and promise to be both 
popular and challenging. We have persuaded Christopher 
Valenti of Simon & Schuster to do his seminar on Publishing:

We are also 
fortunate to have Mary Jones, who is Marketing Director at 
Interleaf, and, before her graduate work, Art Director of 
Annapolis Publishing in Maryland. Mary will present An 
Overview of Career Possiblities for the Fine Artist and 
Designer in the Field of Computer Graphics. Dates on these 
seminars are yet to be finalized. Please call the office for 
confirmation. 


"Student Professional Day: A Look into the Future" has been 


Alumni/ae who are interested in volunteering in 
this project, geared towards career clarification and 
discussion, should call Margaret Johnson (232-1555 x384) as 
soon as possible.

Keynote speakers and small group interest sessions would 
cover a variety of subjects from artist lawyers discussing 
legal aspects of the art fields, entrance methods, to careers in 
design, fine arts, art education, filmmaking and other media. 
Hopefully, with the help of our alumni/ae, we will structure 
the program as an educational career vehicle to better 
prepare our graduates for the "outside" world. Alumni/ae 
we need your help!

Art Education and Museums 


With legislation and funding expanding in the domain of 
Museum Education, MCA has expanded its training 
opportunities. We now have an option within Art Education 
called Museum Education. In this program, students study 
artistic development from both the making/studio 
perspective and from the viewers’ responses to looking at 
art. The Museum Education option offers courses, 
Psychology of the Viewer and Museum Curriculum, along 
with state-approved teaching preparation courses. Museum 
Education students thus are eligible for State Certification, if 
they elect a ninth semester that includes Student Teaching. 
The Museum Education undergraduates are required to minor 


_ in Art History. 
__ Presently we have students at many museums: The Institute 
__ of Contemporary Art, The Fogg, Children's Museum, Brockton 


Art Museum, Worcester Art Museum, Museum of Fine Arts, 
Cape Cod Museum, Danforth Museum, Peabody Museum, 
Jamaica Plain Art Center, The Gardner, and Portland 
Museum. These students may be there on interships, special 
projects, or doing observation/research. 

Within the Masters Program advanced students have done 
their thesis in museum education research and find 
themselves sought-after as staff on these museums’ 
education departments. 

The growth of this area within the Art Education 
Department is largely due to faculty recognition of this 
domain and to Dr. Abigail Housen, Director of Graduate Art 
Education. We hope alumni/ae involved with museum 
education will contact us and find ways we can add you to our 
network of collaborators. 

Diana Korzenik, stepping down after fifteen years as Chair 
of Art Education , has curated an exhibition "Drawn to Art 
-Fruitlands 1988” on nineteenth century art education for 
FRUITLANDS MUSEUMS, Harvard,MA.

LATINOAMERICA DESPIERTA; 

Art, Literature and Identity in Latin America Today 
by Rachel Weiss (80) 


The cultural and political trajectories of Latin American 
history in recent decades have experienced a phenomenal 
acceleration in rate of development and fundamental 
changes. As Laitn America "awakens" from its colonial 
hertiage, the arts are emerging as one of the most 
immediately responsive areas of societal expression. As Dore 
Ashton has pointed out, ”... these artists share a difficult 
postcolonial stituation of relatively recent origin. It is not 
too much to say that they speak for the insulted and injured, 
and that in their intense intellectual struggle to define 
themselves they perform a historical catharisi that will have 
enormous consequences.” The explosion of creative activity 
among Latin Americans participating in this crucial process 
of redefinition stands as a major aspect of international 
cultural activity in our time. 

This process is occuring at the same time that the 
traditionally dominant international power center (in 
politics, economy and culture) of North America and Europe 
have been faced with the urgent necd to better understand 
the nature of Latin America and their relationship to it; and, 
to begin the long process of accepting and accomodating the 
greatly increasing ethnic and cultural diversity of their 
populations. 

In Boston, Latinos are the fastest-growing minority 
population. None -the-less , they remain a largely invisible 
group, vastly underrepresented in the political and 
decision-making structures, and virtually ignored by the 
city's major cultural institutions. There is an increasingly 
urgent mandate, from both Latinos and from Anlgos with 
whom they co-exist, to end this secrecy, which has passed for 
assimilation, and to generate public awareness of the 
importance of Latin America in our lives. 


In LATINOAMERICA DESPIERTA: Art, Literature and Identity 


in Latin America Today, MCA, in collaboration with a 
coalition of local Latino cultural, community and educational 
organizations, will present a broadly-based view of the 
literature and visual art being produced today by Latin 
Americans, of culture from which this work arises, and of its 
importance to the seminal developments now occuring in 
the region. Questions of traditional verus contemporary 
values, of national or ethnic identity versus universality, of 
the relationship between the artists’ individual identities to 
their social counterparts, and of the profound impact by the 
rupture with the past caused by colonization will be 
discussed by the writers and artists who are framing the 
agenda for cultural development in Latin America at this 
crucial time. 

Each panel discussion will have as its participants a group 
of invited speakers from many parts of Latin America and 
from Boston Latino community. All presentations are free of 
charge, and open to the public. The program is scheduled 
throughout September, October and November. For a 
program schedule and further information contact Rachel 
Weiss at Visting Artists, 232-1555 ext 504.

On Thursday, June 16, 1988, the Massachusetts College of Art 
will host the second MASSART Awards. This ceremony was 
organized in 1987 to honor individuals whose time, energy, 
interest and support have helped to make Massachusetts a 
state where the arts, and artists, can thrive. Additionally, the 
evening is a means for the College to raise needed funds to 
support student and faculty initiatives that are not available 
through the annual budget. This year the ceremony will be 
held at Boston's sumptuous Four Seasons Hotel which, 
through the generosity of its General Manager, Hans R.

The 1988 MASSART Awards will honor five individuals 
selected from a long list of notable nominees. The College 
solicited nominations from over 1200 arts organizations, 
corporations, foundations and interested individuals.

Clara Wainwright, Artist (and Founder of Boston's "First Night");

By popular demand, the Master of Ceremonies will be David 
Brudnoy, a respected radio talk show host and film critic. 

Mr. Brudnoy served in the same capacity last year, and he 
kept the evening lively with his thoughtful and witty 
comments and introductions. He will present each of the 
honorees with the stunning glass symbol of MASSART 
Awards which was designed by Dan Dailey of the MCA 
faculty. 

As they were last year (alumni/ae purchased five of the 
thirty tables) MCA alumni/ae continue to be strong 
supporters of the MASSART Awards.
